4 ft an publis hers are in favour of it, and we 
say so advisedly—meaning, however, the more 
| respectable and opulent among them. A good 
copyright treaty would bestow on them, fora 
due consideration, an ownership in English 
| books like that which is possessed by English 
publishers, and would make their operations 
| much less dubious and hazardous than at pre- 
sent. The piratical scrambie for Enclish 
| books which prevails just now in America 
only favours the lowest and most unscru- 
pulous of “the Trade ” in the United States. 
The really wealthy well as re spect: ible 
pub lishers of America would hail with joy 
such a modification of the present system 
as might give them an American pro- 
perty in the chief productions of contempo- 
rary British literature. How, with all these 
considerations staring them, as it were, in the 
face, [British publishers can sit still with 
their hands folded, and decline or disdain to 
stir in the matter, fills us with unaffected 
surprise.

A VERY REMARKABLE WworK has been issued by 
the Librairie Nouvelle, from the pen of M. F. Du Cel- 
lier, Inspector of Primary Schools in the department 
of the Seine.

The following account of the New 
York firm of Harper and Brothers, condensed from 
the New York correspondence of the Boston Post, 
forms a suitable pendant to the description of the 
establishment of the Appletons: “The firm of Har- 
per Brothers is the oldest in this country connected 
with the book trade. All its members possess a 
practical knowledge of the mechanical details of the 
business, having gained, at the start, a valuable ex- 
perience in the composing or type-setting depart- 
ment. The firm is at present composed of four bro- 
thers, natives of the State of New York, and born 
within an hour’s ride of the Empire city. Their an-

house was originated by James and John Harper in 
1817. In 1830, their publications having become nu- 
merous and valuable, the Harpers commenced stereo- 
typing their works, and from that time they have 
printed chiefly from stereotype and electrotype plates, 
which are stored in fire-proof vaults, for subsequent 
use. They now keep forty-one Adams’ power-presses, 
of the largest and best description, in constant opera- 
tion, besides using three cylinder presses exclusively 
for printing their Week/y. The forty-one Adams’ 
presses are capable of printing over ten thousand duo- 
decimo volumes per day (of the size of Macaulay’s 
Histories), and are equal to the production 
of over three millions of volumes a year! In 
this establishment, probably the largest of its kind in 
the world, are found in high perfection all the artistic, 
scientific, and mechanical departments of the busi- 
ness. The amount of capital invested in the buildings, 
business, and machinery, considerably exceeds a 
million dollars. As an item illustrative of the extent 
of their operations, it may be stated that they pay to 
one mill alone (the Chelsea), for white paper, three 
hundred thousand dollars per year. The friendly and 
almost fraternal relations subsisting between the em- 
ployers and the employés of the Harpers’ establishe 
ment are creditable to all concerned; and it is 
traceable to this characteristic of the establishment 
that some of the employés have retained their places 
between thirty and forty years. The women and 
girls employed in the folding and sewing departments 
work piece work, and thus, to a certain extent, 
regulate their own hours of labour, an arrangement 
conducive alike to their convenience and _ health. 
There are many young women in this department 
who are not surpassed in beauty and grace by the 
hot-house belles and pets of the Fifth Avenue drawing- 
rooms. It was while visiting this department, in 
company with one of the principals (probably 
the ex-Mayor), that an eminent foreigner was struck 
by the marked politeness displayed towards the 
employés by the proprietor, who, upon entering the 
room, respectfully raised his hat and remained un- 
covered until he left. Unaccustomed to witness in 
his own country such demonstrations of respect be- 
tween those similarly situated, the visitor evinced 
bis satisfaction by recording the incident in his book 
of travels. From their catalogue, and from an article 
published in their Magazine just after the disastrous 
fire of 1853, the following summary statement has 
been made up, which, of itself, is sufficient to show
